Cr. John Duncan Quacke:iT>os. emer-

Dr. Qua^-kenbos. referring 10 his ov^-n 


i-xperienco, tcl.j of cases of hypnotism 
that changed tl:e entire manner and 
rnethod of life of the subject. By sug- 
gestion he has. he said, cured many 
children of bad habits, and the Infer- 
ence was drawn that hypnotic meth- 
ods had been trsed in olden times 
v.-I:en evil spirits were cast out of 
m&n. 


Explanation was given of a remark- 


able success achieved on the New-

She subjected her taind to the hyp- 


notic influence exerted by Dr. Quack- 
c-nbos. with, the result that sue seldom 
isiled of -seven encores after the cli- 
max of the play in which she appeared. 


There was a short general discus- 


sion before the meeting broke up. 
and among these engaged In it was 
Mrs. Mary E. Lease, of "Wichita, who 
lias dropped populism to lecture on 
spiritism. A letter from Luther R. 
ilarsh was read, which th& venerable 
spiritualist concluded by saying: 


"I have experienced ihe futility of 


trying by argument to convince any- 
body on spiritual themes." 


'I have assumed." said Prof. Hud- 


son in his lengthy paper, '"that all the 
supernormally acquired, knowledge or" 
which Mrs. Piper was possessed was 
rot only obtained telepathically. but 
that it was obtained directly from the 
subjective mind of Prof. Hyslop.

the learned Doctor 
would

"The question arises, and this Is 


the crucial question, for spiritism. 
Kow did Tvlrs. Piper obtain that won- 
derful fund of information which she 
so haltingly gave out at those famous 
seances? 


"It seems to me." he continued, 


"that it is only necessary to suppose

In the history of telepathic investiga- 
tion to negative- this proposition." 


"Indeed, It. may be confidently as- 


serted that if observation at all in 
reference to that mysterious power 
ft is that relatives and friends are 
always en rapport an-1 that they are 
always either actually or potentially 
In communication. This Is. perhaps, 
the most important Induction possi 
ble in the case ar.:: it certainly makes 
for the telepathic theory, for all the 
"communicators' of evidential impor- 
tance, were relatives of the sitter. 
But as yet we know littla of the 
power 
of telepathic acquisition 
of 


knowledge, but all that we do know 
gees to show that it is enormous. • 


"The limitation? apparently pertain 


wholly to the power of communicating 
the acquired intelligence, as I have 
already shown.

says their mental processes differ from 
ours- nor >•> much lu kind as in clogree. 
and '-ires a number of curious instances 
which lif-ar upon the mwatal ability, 
rr-iisoniug power and moral sense ot" 
insects. Fo:- instance, with respect to 
counting, he says that the female of 
a certain species of solitary wasps al- 
ways supplies the cells of her young 
with a given quantity of food. 
The 


cells of the male wa>p babies arc sup- 
plied with victims in the- shape of lea 
small caterpillars, while the female 
grubs are fed with twenty caterpillars 
daily. This difference i-- 
1 due to the 


fact that the female grubs are larger 
than the male one.-, and therefore re- 
quire more nourishment, but the actual 
number of caterpillars never varies. 


Again, with regard to moral sense, 


communities of ants, though in num- 
bers uenriy as large as the population 
of New York, never quarrel or have 
family j.irs among themselves. They 
ar<> not very ready to help one another, 
but individual acts of kindness arc TO 
be pertviv.'cl. One instance came un- 
der liis notice whore a crippled ant 
wa? -srpportcd 'JV fcis relatives for 
three months.

are on land that cannot be plowed. 
Where land can be tailed it is an ad- 
vantage, but hillside land will not only 
permit of fruit growing, but can also 
be utilized for sheep, especially the 
Merinos, which are-hardy and active, 
foraging over Imlsides or lavel ground. 
Wherever a portion of the farm is too 
hiily for cultivation it can be given uu 
to sheep. 


Fertilizers For Strawberries. 


Regarding the effects of different 


fertilizers on strawberries, laud plas- 
ter, when applied to the bed. is said 
to make ihe berries more brilliant, 
though lighter in color. 
Xitrare of 


sccla largely Increases the size of the 
leaves ami berries, but the berries are 
said not to be so nrm. Sulphate of 
potash improves the size and flavor 
of the berries and also the color and 
firmness, while superphosphate in- 
creases the yield. The kind of soil, 
however, is to be considered, as well 
as the variety of strawberry. 
On 


some soils the muriate of potash, give* 
better results than the sulphate.

There must.be skill 
and experience, a knowledge of vari- 
eties aad species, and a spirit of enthu- 
siasm which makes one strive for the 
highest. Brains and labor combined 
never counted for more than, to-day 
on the fruit farm. The man who pos- 
sesses the ability and push to raise 
fine fruits is In a fair -way to make 
something more than a good living. 


It Is a good thing probably that the 


incompetent are dropped out of the 
fruit business. Their failure is an as- 
surance to the reliable and intelligent 
growers that they will make more 
profit. 
These ignorant novices give 


the whole fruit business a bad name- 
It is not that they frighten others from 
the business by their complaints, but 
that they lower the standard of market 
fruits with their poor, half-matured 
products. 
They actually demoralize 


some markets, which must inevitably 
affect the goods of those who have 
been careful in their work. The sooner 
we get rid of the croakers in the fruit 
business, the better it will be for the 
whole trade, and we can afford to lose 
them.—S. W. Chambers, in American.
